Dreams of Wealth Which Dazzled 
John Roberts Are Rudely 
Shattered, 


KENTUCKIAN PLANNED 
TO GAIN GHEAT FORTUNE 


By Floeding the Country With 
Counterfieit Money, but the 
Secret Service Men Blocked 
the Game---Roberts Is a Son 
of the Late Judge Roberts, of 
Kentucky. 


Louisville, Ky., August 19.—Dreams 
of wealth which reflected their gaudy 
hues from a brass-bound trunk con- 
taining a million dollars in counterfeit 
Mexican pesos, were shattered for John 
C and Marion Roberts here today when 
Deputy United States Marshal William 
Blaydes arrested John Roberts in Shel- 
by county with the money in his pos- 
session. 

Since the hour of the arrest this 
morning, there has been unravelled in 


the custom house of Louisville and in 
central police station a tale of attempt- 
ed financial buccaneering that puts in- 
to shadow some of the boldest exploits 
in the history of counterfeiting. 
He Will Plead Guilty. = 
John Roberts, sittingin the office of 
the secret service burea uhere today, 
coolly said that he would plead gufity at 
the October terb of the federal court, and 
seemed philosophic about spending a 
majority of his years in the United 
States prison in Atlanta, Ga. He had 
played a bold game and failed, he said, 
and he would have been rich beyond his 
dreams had it succeeded. Now he was 
poor and in the hands of the sternest 
law On earth, but he laid rather flat- 
tering unction to his soul that the 
scheme had been daring and romantic. 
It was throtgh Marton-Reberts that 
the--ceunterfeiters were anpeshandes. 
Marion Roberts, some days ago, ap- 
proached a Louisville broker and made 


Mexican pesos at a high 
The broker notified Chief 
of Police J. H. Haagor., who at once 
enlisted the secret service men and the 
trap to catch Marion Roberts was laid. 
Marion fell into it Monday, and since 
that time the police and secret service 
men have been extracting from him 
the information which led to the de- 
scent upon his brother at Simpsonville 
today. 
$1,000,000 in Notes in Trunk. 

When Marshal Bilaydes’ confronted 
John Roberts in the hamlet in Shelby 
county, the chief counterfeiter admitted 
tl.at he was behind the plan to dispose 
of the imitation pesos through the 
Louisville broker. He showed Blaydes 
a brass-bound trunk of the sort espe- 
cially gonstructed to figure in fro- 
mances, and this was filled with 
$1,000,000 in the crisp Mexican notes. 

Roberts said that he would have been 
in Mexico with the trunk a week ago, 
had he not been awaiting the arrival 
of a perforating machine and a device 
for numbering the bills. 

“Did you suspect that the federal 
officers were after you?’ Roberts was 
asked in the custom house office today. 

“If I had, I'd never been in Simpccn- 
ville.” he replied, laughing. 

Will Koenig, a printer, was also ar- 
rested in connection with the case. All 
three men will have examining trials 
before the United States commissioner 
shortly. 

Roberts Weighs 250 Pounds. 

John Roberts is a bulky man, weigh- 
ing close to 250 pounds, and when he 
was brought into Louisville today, he 
clothing was spotted and frayed with 
hard wear. He says that he had man- 
ufactured all the peso notes in this 
country, “and that he had not intended 
to @efraud any one in the United 
States. 

“ft merely wanted to get rich,” 
said. 

Roberts is a son of the late Judge 
Roberts, once a well-known Louisville 
jurist. #lis bond today was fixed at 
$15.000. and he at once waived exami- 
nation trial. 

Both Roberts were arrested. 

The police late tonight announced 
that J. M. Fetter & Co.. were the bro- 
kers approached by MaPion Roberts, 
who took the duties as promoter of 
the eoncern. His “scheme,” as ex- 
plained to the brokers and detectives 
posing as brokers, is one of the most 
gigantic swindling ideas on record, 
according to the authorities here, and 
contemplated no less than a counter- 
feit corporation with counterfeit stock 
certificates, its business to be done 
with counterfeit money. 

To Counterfeit Stock. 

Though all plans and _ collateral 
were to be false, Marion Roberts told 
the brokers. who are indignant that 
they were made the objects of the; 
proposal, that the money he “made,” 
Mexican or American, as desired, was 
flawlessly accurate and could not be 
detected. He proposed, according to 
them, to counterfeit stock certificates 
of corporations as solid as the Penn- 
syivania and Louisville and Nashville 
railroads, and the Louisville Railway 
Company. He proposed that they buy 
real stock with fake money and give 
counterfeit stock certificates in any 
exchange they might make. 

The collossal house of worthless pa- 
per crumpled today before agents 
of the secret service. So vast was the 
plan that Chief Jonn E. Wilkie, of 
the secret service ‘department ai 
Washington, has been personally for 
several days in this city and messages 
are on file in the local telegraph of- 
fices which he sent to his assistants.

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“STORY OF LIE 


Prisoner Takes Stand in 
Own Defense. ~- 


Williams -Was Not: Facing 
Bain When He Fired Fatal 
Shot---Defense Contends Wil- 
liams Was Charging on Bain. 


The dramatic feature of the trial of 
Don M. Bain, charged with the murder 
of E. G. Williams, which began 
in the criminal division’ of the supe- 
rior court yesterday morning, came in 
the afternoon, when the defendant took 
the stand in his own defense. 

He held in his hand a written state- 
ment, which ‘he had prepared in “this 
way, so ag not to omit any incident 
that he judged of-stfficient. importance 
to be placed before the jury. It con- 
tained a brief. sketch of.his life, from 
birth, through childhood, into those 
days when, asa boy, he volunteered to 
serve under the flag of those who wore 


the gray, described his early business 


life, sketched his work in the interests 
of Atlanta, and’ then, In detail, outlined 
the occurrences which led to up to the 
killing of Willlams. 

The defendant stressed the fact that 
no man’ held life in higher regard, but 
that he felt it ‘fncumbent upon him to 
take quic kaction, to use the weapon he 
had in his desK to protect his own, he 
belisexjng firmly that Williams was 
about to attack him with a long paper 
knife, which would serve the purposes 
of a dirk, a weapon, which, he stated, 
Williams had kept in his desk ever 
since a previous difficulty between the 
two men. 

The trial occupied the full day’s ses- 
sion. and when court adjeurned the 
evidence was not all in. The defense 
contented itself with allowing the de- 
fendant to make a statement, but the 
prosecution, after having examined 
quite a number of witnesses, stated 
that there are still several more to be 
called. It is believed that today’s en- 
tire session will also be consumed by 
the trial. 

Expert witnesses were introduced by 
the state to show the position of the 
parties at the time the shots were 
fired. Dr. Willis Jones, who was pres- 
ent at the autopsy over Williams’ 
body, stated that, in his opinion, Wil- 
liams received the wound nearest his 
spinal column while -sitting in his

face forward,,torthe floor. 
Skeleton in Court. 

As’ Was predicted; the main point at 
issue is the direction in which Wil- 
liams was facing at the time the shots 
were fired. The proséctition contends 
that, from the loc&tion of the wounds, 
Williams could not have been facing 
Bain. The defensé, on the other hand, 
is attempting to show that all three 
of the. wounds were made while Wil- 
liams Was charging, head down, upon 
Bain. ' 

One of the features of the trial was 
the illustration made by Dr. Jones in 
his testftmony. When called upon to 
give his opinion as to the exact posi- 
tionof Williams’ body at the time 
each shot was fired, he carefully un- 
wrapped a human: skeléton, and with 
this demonstrated to the jury just 
where the bullets entéred Williams’ 
body. Apparently, the jury was great- 
ly interested in this particular por- 
tion of his testimony. The physician 
even went so far as to take the pistol 
with which the killing was done and 
explained to the jury the exact posi- 
tion of both Williams’ body and the 
weapon, as judged by the position of 
the wounds and the courses the bullets 
took. 

To Preve Williams’ Character. 

In his statement, the defendant al- 
leged that Willlams had acted in a 
ferocious and threatening manner to- 
ward him on a number of occasions. 
After the defense had closed, Attorney 
Albert Cox, for the prosecution, at- 
tempted to introduce witnesses to 
show that this allegation was not in 
keeping with Williams’ general char- 
acter or reputation. The defense ob- 
jecteq strenuously, claiming that Wil- 
liams’ character had not been gone 
into. Attorney Cox, on the other hand, 
argued that the offering of evidence 
to show that the actions charged to 
Williams were altogether out of keep- 
ing with his general character and 
reputation would be admissible as re- 
buttal evidence. Judge Roan finally 
decided to take the question under ad- 
visement until this morning. 

When court opened, the work of se- 
lecting a jury was taken up, without 
loss of time, and for the next two 
hours was pushed rapidly forward. 
When the twelfth man had been 
chosen, eighty men had been called. 
The jurors are George E. Murphy, 
architect; S. S. Townley, S. P. Mon- 
crief, of the Moncrieff Furnace Com- 
pany: C. H. Whittington, James E. 
Belchér. of the Belcher-Gullatt Plumb- 
ing Company; A. W. Callaway, soft 
drink dealer, Whitehall street; Claude 
Shumate, W. D. Kerlin, inspector Ceor- 
gia Terminals Company; C. W. Mc- 
Kinley, painter, 505 Capitol avenue; J.

(Merz). ished third in 
4:52:39 7-10. Another National, with 
Kincaid at the wheel, was the only 
other car of the ten starters to finish 
the long grind.

The Knox car was in secc. ! place, 
with Burman, in his Buick. leading, 
and had = covered nearly 150 miles, 
when the crash came. While coming 
down the home-stretch, the Car sud- 
denly swerved and tore into the fence 
at the left of the track, turning com- 
pletely over, and pinning its two oc- 
Cupants beneath it. 

Lived Only Few Minutes. 

Both men were alive when taken 
from under the ill-fated machine, but 
Bourque died in the ambulance on the 
way to the Mercy hospital. Holcomb 
lived a few minutes longer, but was 
dead soon after he arrived at the hos. 
pital. 

Stories as to the cause of the acci- 
dent vary, and no one will ever know 
what really caused the .car of death to 
swerve from the track. According to 
the story told by Private Frank Bran- 
der, of company H, Second regiment, 
Indiana national guard, who was 
nearest to the scene of the accident, 
and had a narrow escape from injury, 
something caused the two men to sud- 
@enly turn and look behind. When 
they dia so, the steering wheel slipped 
from Bourque’s hands, and he threw 
up his arms helplessly. Then came 
the crash. 

One of the rear evheels was found a 
few hundred feet from the scene of the 
accident, and this has led to the ad- 
vancement of the theory that the axle 
nuts had not been properly tightened 
when the machine had taken on a new 
tiré on this wheel shortly before. 

Felt the Wheel Slipping. 

‘The ‘men probably felt that wheel 
slipping off and after they looked be- 
hind they realized their helplessness 
to prevent an accident. 

Bourque was 26 years old and had 
been a racing driver since 1907. He 
finished second in the rceent Cobe 
trophy race at Crown Point, Ind., and 
shortly before he had been seriously : 
injured when his car overturned in a’! 
hill-climbing contest near Worcester, | 
Mass., in May. 

Holcomb was 22 years old and lived 
at Grandville. Mass. He had been 
with the Knox company for two years 
and. was considered one of the best 
mechanicans in the racing buginess. * 
Both men were unmarried. 

Albert Denison, the racing partner 
of Bourque, collapsed after the acci- 
dent and the services of a physician 
were required. The sight ef the two 
men lying dead was too much for the 
friend of both, who. has been called | 
upon so often to face death in the) 
same manner. 

Louis Chevrolet, the French driver 
of the Buick team, was led into the 
hospital almost biinded with the tar, 
and dust from the track shortly after 
the two men had died.

Candidacy of Reyes Is Causing! . 
Unrest in Republic--Reyes 
Has Retired to the Moun- 
tains and Is Accumulating 
Funds. 


Mexico City, August 19.—Telegrams 
from the northern part of Mexico re- 
ceived in this capital today 
indicate a state of unrest in the bor- 
der states of Coahuila and Nuevo Leon 
which is giving considerable anxiety 
to the federal government. 

General Bernardo Reyes, governor 
of the state of Nuevo Leon, who is 
Brominentiy named as a vice presi- 
dential candidate in opposition to Ra- 
mon Corral, the incumbent and  ad- 
ministration candidate for reelection, 
has left the mountain resort of Gal- 
®ans for the ranch of a friend. He is 
practically inaccessible. 

According to a telegram received 
today by El Heraldo, also a govern- 
ment organ, $75,000 was shipped yes- 
terday to General Reyes by Aguistin 
Guerro, said to be a spy in the employ 
of Reyes. The transference of this 
large sum of money to a mountain re- 
sort is causing many conjectures. 

A telegram to an afternoon paper 
says that General Reyes has resigned 
his post as governor of Neuvo Leon, 
but this cannot be verified. 

A number of political friends of 
Reyes have gone to his mountain re- 
treat to confer with him. 

The Reyesta party has petitioned 
President Reyes, asking him that full 
political liberty be granted in state 
elections and that district officials be 
punished for arbitrary actions in de- 
nying the franchise right to qualified 
electors. 


the petitioners should take 
grievances to the proper state offi- 
cials and further that where members 
of the party of opposition have been 
arrested it has been for acts commit- 
ted which were prejudicial to the gen- 
eral order and peace of the republic. 
The official organ of the opposition, 
Mexico Nuevo, has_ expressed the 
party’s sentiment of great disappoint- 
ment at the president’s ‘reply.

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WELLMAN FLIES 
FOR NORTH POLE 


He Left Spitzbergen in 
Balloon August 16. 


Wind Favorable When Well- 
man Flew Away in. His 
Dirigible---For Four Years 
Wellman Has Been Planning 
Flight. 


Paris, August !9.—A special dis- 
patch has been received from Trieste 
saying that, according to a telegram 
received from the captain of the 
Italian steamer Thalia, now at Ham- 
merfest, Norway, Walter Wellman left 
Spitzbergen August !I6 in his dirigible 
balloon, bound for the north pole. He 
had favorable wind when the start 
was made. 


For the past four years, Walter 
Wellman, of Chicago, has been devot- 
ing his time to preparations for an 
undertaking to reach the north pole 
by airship. He was at Spitzbergen in 
1906 with a balloon, but postponed his 
departure on account of the lateness 
of the season. In 1907, a start was 
made in the airship America, but the 
vessel encountered a storm and was 
driven baek, and the attempt for that 
year was abandoned. 

Mr. Wellman left New York May 12, 
of this year, for Spitzbergen, where 
he has been engaged in completing 
his preparations for the start he is 
now said to have made three days 
ago. He estimates that, under favor- 
able conditions, the pole can be reach- 
ed from Spitzbergen in from two to 
five days.

The action of President Taft and 
Secretary Dickinson in directing the 
dismissal of the eadets is accepted by 
the officers of the army and the civil 
officials of that department as a clear 
indication of the purpose of the ad- 
ministration to fully support Colonel 
Scott, the supérintendent of the United 
States Military academy, in his effort 
to eradicate the practice of hazing in 
all its phases from student life at the 
academy. 

Taft Wouldn’t Be Lenient. 
When it first became known that 
evidence of hazing had been found in 
the investigation of the Sutton case. 
and that seven cadets had been con- 
victed of that offense by an army 
board, pressure was brought to bear 
on the president and the secretary of 
war for leniency. While it was ad- 
mitted by the friends of the accused 
that they should be punished, it was 
argued that their offense was but a 
boyish prank and not sufficiently se- 
rious tO subject them to the odium of 
dismissal from the service at the very 
outset of their career. That these ap- 
peals were ineffectual is accepted as a 
demonstration that the president 
means to follow the letter of the law 
bearing on such cases by imposing 
penalty of dismissal. 

Sutton Badly Bruised. 

On the morning of June 14 Iast, 
Cadet Rolando Sutton, of the fourth, 
or plebe, class, reported sick and was 
ordered to the hospital, badly bruised 
and suffering great pain. He did not

The seven dismissed cadets left the 
military reservation tonight. Before 
their departure they unite@ in the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“On the night of June 19 a large 
number of cadets had a little celebra- 
tion. There was no thought of hazing 
anvone. We encountered a cadet sen- 
try. We did not know it was Sutton 
or even that it was a plebe. He ran 
after some of the men and tackled 
them. There was a friendly skirmih 
and the entry was hurft. 

“As we understand it. there must 
be deliberate or malicious intént to 
eonstitute hazing. There was no such 
intent on our part. 

“We were summoned before that 
court and each man obliged to convict 
himself by his own testimony. That 
seems a little hard. Please state, how- 
ever, that we have the highest respect 
and admiration for the commandant 
of cadets and the court.” s

TRAINS BLOCKED 


IN MOUNTAINS 


Because Floods Have De- 
stroyed Tracks. 


Great Damage Done by Cloud- 
burst in Colorado---Miles of 
Railroad Track Are Washed 
Away---People Driven From 
Their Homes. 


Denver, Colo, August 19.—Trains 
blocked in lonely mountain passes, 
tracks washed away cr in some in- 
Stanoes pitched into canyons hundreds 
of feet below, people driven from their 
homes to seek safety with their be- 
longings in higher places—these were 
scenes revealed at daybreak today 
along the overflowed Arkansas river. 
Alarmed by another cloudburst at 
Four-Mile creek, near Canyon City, 
last night, scores of pecple in the 
lower sections of Pueblo and other 
points passed the night in rescuing 
their household effects from the danger 
line. ° 
The famous Royal Gorge, walled in 
by rock 1,000 feet high, has been 
washed by a torrent for almost forty- 
eight hours, and the railroad tracks 
Trains on the 
Celeorado Midland, the Denver and Rio 
Grande and other railroads, most of 
them carrying eastern tourists, have 
been detoured oyer cire@itous. routes. 
One road had to detour its trains by 
way of Almosa, Colo., In the southern 
part of the state, a distance out of the 
regular line of travel of more than 
300 miles. Engineers have been sént 
out by some of the roads to determine 
the amount of damage done in the 
mountain passes, it being declared that 
the detouring of trains will be neces- 
sary for four or five days. ; 
Not only the Arkansas river, but al- 
most all of its tributaries, are over- 
flowh. The rainfall tn the last few 
days has been unusual.

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DON BAIN TELLS STORY 


OF FIGHT WITH WILLIAMS 


Don Bain’s story ‘f his life told to 
the jury yesterday tank «5 et 

“Gentlemen of the ury: -I- have 
made my statement in writing because 
I want to be accurate and want to 
leave nothing out which I. deem ma- 
terial. : 

“I was born in Rosshire, Scotland, in 
1847. was brought to Georgia by 
my parents when I was between 3 and 
4 vears old. My father settled in what 
was then Carrol] county, now Haralson 
county, ~ 98 near Tallapoosa, Ga., 
on a farm. remained on a farm un- 
til I was 14 years old and I was 
sent to school to Bowden, Ga., about 
20 miles away. There I bearded with 
Mr. Barnes, father of the former 
sheriff of this county, J. J. Barnes. 
In a few months I wascalled home to 
the deathbed of my mother. About 
this time the civil war broke out and 
the school at Bowden was broken up, } 
the president, tie Rev. Charles Mc- 
Daniel, going to the war with quite a 
number of the larger boys, including 
my fellow townsmen, I. S. Mitchell and 
others. I enlisted with a company of 
State troops in 1861, organized in At- 
ianta. Cartain Johnson commanded 
the company. This company was in 
command of Judge Cowart as colonel. 
We were ordered to Brunswick. and | 
among the members of my company 
were Ang. Perkerson,. for many years 
sheriff of this county, and Mr. Jerry 
Gilbert, father of Dr. Will Gilbert, of 
this city. 

Sick With the Measles. 


“I was taken sick with the measles, 
and suffering a relapse, was discharged 
a month or two before our enlistment 
expired, our enlistment having been 
for only six months. On my return 
home I remained with my father until 
March, 1862, when I joined a company 
being formed in Haralson county for 
confederate service. My brother, 
three years older than myself, had al-. 
ready enlisted in this company. Our 
captain was Dr. Alex Murchison. We 
were ordered to Camp McDaniel at Big 
Shanty, on the State road, where the 
regiments were formed. Our com- 
pany, with nine other companies, form- 
ed the Fourteenth Georgia regiment 
and Colonel Abda Johnson, of Carters- 
ville, was elected colonel. We muster- 
ed in on March 4, 1862, and I was 15 
vears old «cn the 25th of the same 
month. Captain Dave Wiley, of this 
city, also commanded a company in 
this regiment. Our regiment was or- 
dered to Knoxville, Tenn., where we 
remained in camp for several months. 
Afterwards we moved up to Tazewell, 
Tenn., and remained there until the 
evacuation of Cumberland Gap by the 
federal garrison. We were in Kirby 
Smith's division and marched into Ken- 
tucky by the army command by Gen- 
eral Brage. 

“After the Perryville fight we fell 
back into Tennessee. Our regiment 
was in the siege of Vicksburg and 
surrendered when the place fell. We 
were afterwards exchanged after the 
battle of Chickamauga and I was with 
General Joe Johnston on his retreat to 
Atlanta, the Battle of Atlanta on July 
»? 1864. My brother was killed near 
the spot where General Walker fell. 

“After the war was over I returned 

Haralson county. My father hav- 
‘n= died in the latter part of the year 
1864, I was left alone, as the only 
child living of my mother. I was then 
about 18 vears old. I gathered to- 
cether what little was left of our fam- 
ily estate, which amounted to about 
$1,200, and decided to get some little 
education with it, as war had cut off 
the years I should have got in my ed- 
ueation. I went to Cave Springs, Ga., 
in the spring of 1866, where there 
were good schools, and prepared my- 
self for college. I entered the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in the fall of 1866 
and left after the spring term of 1868 
as my cash had at that time about 
given out. 

Moves to Atlanta. 


“f moved to Atlanta in the fall of 
1868 and secured a position with the 
firm of McBride & Company, whole- 
sale and retail crockery dealers. I 
remained with this firm until 1870 
when I went into business for myself 
in the hardware business, associated 
with Messrs. John and Angus Morrison 
under the firm name of Morrison, Bain 
& Company. I remained in the mer- 
cantile business from that time until 
about twelve years ago, when I en-, 
tered the insurance field. 

“During the years I was in the mer- 
cantile business I contributed my 
mite to the upbuilding of Atlanta. I 
am not speaking in a boasting spirit 
when I give these facts, but I wish 
to relate the simple narrative of my 
life. I was connected with the Young 
Men’s Library for over twelve years 
as director, vice president and presi- 
dent. and was associated 
such men as the late John Fiynn, Pro- 
fessor Mallen and Henry W. Grady, 
together with many now living, among 
them Governor Hoke Smith, Captain 
J. W. English, Judge B. H. Hill, 
Henry Hilliars, S. M. Inman, Julius L. 
Brown. Charles E. Harmen, * Louis 
Goldstein and many others who work- 
ed for the good of this community 
without any reward or the hope there- 
of. I was director in the first fair ever 
held in Atlanta by Atlantans, and 
known as fhe North Georgia Stock 
and Fair Association, headed by such 
men as the late W. B. Cox, Richard 
Peters, Sr.. Evan P. Howell and Dr.

vial wom anvener in the first Piedmont 
Exposition and was On the committee 
which selected the grounds on which 
Piedmont Park is today located.

“-~was director in the Chamber of Com- 
merce and was on a committee that 


selected the present site of the City 
Hall, which was built by the Chamber, 
one. of the .trustees of the Soldiers’ 
Home -and on the committee that se- 
lected the present site. | 

“I have contributed to churches of 
every denomination in this city. 1 
have aided by donations in the build- 


ing of the Grady Hospital‘and the He-/}. 


brew Orphans’ Home and the Ben Hill 
and Grady monuments. 

“I will not go into any other further 
details as to my life In. this commun- 
ity. It has been an open book and I 
have tried my best to help upbuild my 
community and aid my fellowmen and 
to werng no man. I have had desk room 
with the Fidelity and Casualty Com- 
pany for about nine yéars, this com- 
pany being located in rooms 3802 and 
312 Prudential, building. I occupied 
the desk in room $312. Mr. E. G. 
Willlams moved his, desk into this 
room ‘about the middie of the year: 
1907, to the best of: my recollection. 
For séveral months he and I got along 
very well. I had a desk telephone on 
my desk, which I had placed there for 
the use mainly of the Royal Arcanum. 
being a collector, and for my own use 
Mr. Williams would come to my desk, 
take down the telephone and use i', 
even when I had company talking over 
business at my _ desk. He talked 
loud, which disturbed me, and one 
time I remember that I was talking to 
a gentleman at my own desk and Mr. 
Williams requested him to-move so{ 
that he could get to my telephone.’ 
This annoyed me very much. I asked 
Mr. Williams in the future to use the 
telephone in the main office and that! 
the telephone on my desk was my pri- 
vate telephone and for my own per- 
sonal use. I understand that he told 
Mr. Crossland, who had a desk in the | 
Same office and who sits here present 
in court, that he intended to use my 
telephone as long as it was in the of- | 
fice. As a matter of fact,i even after’ 
my request that he use the telephone 
in the main. office and. not mine, he 
continued to use my telephone and 
when he was using it all conversation 
at my desk had to cease, as his voice 
was loud and his conversation inter- 
rupted a conference as long as he was 
using the telephone. 


Had Telephone Taken Out. 


“Finally I had the telephone taken 
out to avoid this interférence in my 
office. : 

“After. that Williams would com 
over to my_desk and join in any oon. 
versation that might be going on be- 
tween myself and any person who 
might come to see me on business or 
socially. He would even go so far as 
to introduce himself to persons with 
whom I was conversing, and where he 
did not Know the parties. 

“I asked Mr. Williams to please stop 
this, as it annoyed me a great deal, 
and I used the expression to him that 
he was always butting in, and that he 
certainly had been taught better man- 
ners. He got mad and said, ‘You lie.’ 
Il remonstrated with him for this. He 
then picked up a paper cutter, which 
was on his desk, and>started at me 
with it in his hand, when Mr. Knight 
stepped in between us and stopped 
him. Mr. Knight is now present in 
court, and sits before me, and if any- 
body doubts this statement, he can be 
put on the stand. This paper cutter 
with which Williams started at me 
with was a long, keen dirk, 8 or 10 
inches long, and which had a handle 
and a blade, and which is like the one 
I see lying on the desk before me. It 
had a long, Keen point, and was in 
every sense a complete dirk, and a 
man could be stabbed to the heart with 
it, or it could be plunged through his 
throat or any part of his body. Wil- 
liams kept this paper cutter on his 
desk. 


Had Nothing to Do With Him. 


“After this, I made up’ my mind to 
have nothing more to do with him, 
and asked him to stop talking to me. 
I told him that the only way that we 
could get along was for him to look 
after his own business and L wouid 
attend to mine, as I had always done. 
This, however, did not stop him, and 
he would insist on talking to me, even 
though I remained silent, and I could 
see that he was angry at me. He 
would glare at me in the room from 
five to ten minutes at a time, in the 
most ferocious way, and this occur- 
rence, where he drew the paper knife 
or dirk on me, Mr. Knight told me 
(As I have just stated, Mr. Knight is 
in court) that Williams had tolg him 
that if I had any further trouble with 
him, that he would harm me, or might 
kill me. Mr. Knieht told me that Mr. 
Williams was liable to kill me if we 
got into a difficulty, and that I should 
have nothing to do with him. aee 

‘Upon this occasion when Williams 
drew the knife on me he had the knife 
in one hand and picked up the paper- 
weight in the other. Either one of 
these weapons would have been suffi- 
cient to kill me. Williams was so in- 
furtated when Knight took hold of 
him that Knight found it necessary 
to get him out of the office, and did 
so, telling mé afterwards what he said. 

“About the last of April or the first 
of May of the present year Williams | 
came into the office and told me that 
I had been putting up others to play 
jokes on him, and that it had to be | 
settled right now. He went to the 
door and closed it in a threatening 
way. I asked him to open it, which 
he refused to do. I want to state here 
that Williams was a much younger 
man ‘than myself, and a much more 
powerful man than I am. I am 63 
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years old, and am feeble. I have poor 
circulation in my legs, having been 
under treatment for over three years. 
Williams I took td be about forty 
years old. Was of heavy build and 
powerful, and could have easily in- 
jured me seriously or killed me in a 
fight, 

“As just stated, he refused to open 
the door. I started towards the door 
myself for the purpose of leaving the 
room. Williams sprang in front of 
me like a wild animal, slapped my 
face and caught hold of me, gave mea 
violent push, hurling me nearly across 
the room and throwing me violantly 
to the floor, upon which I fell heavily. 
I have no doubt that he would have 
beaten me to death or seriously in- 
jured. me had it not been for Mr. 
Ernest Millett, who is now present 
in court. and who sits before me, who 
sprang in front of him and asked him 
to desist. He was-in a perfect rage, 
and trembled as if he had no control 
of himself, and looked like a wild 
man. 

Then I Avoided Him. 


“After this I avoided him, and was 
in constant fear of my life from him. 
I had made up my mind that we could 
not stay in the same room any longer, 
and that one of us should change of- 
fices. | 

“As stated before, he continued to 
stare at me whenever he and I were in 
the room together. and in the most 
angry and threatening manner. When- 
ever Williams was in the office I in- 
variably left it if I could do so without 
neglecting my business. On the morn- 
ing of June 29, 1909, Williams came 
into the office and, finding me alone, 
he came over with a card that he had 
left om his desk and which some one 
had interlined. He asked me if | had 
done it. I told him that I had not. 
About that time Mr. McDairmitt en- 
tered the office and came over to my 
desk, whereupon Williams returned to 
his desk, saying thatthere was going 
to be serious trouble about this mat- 
ter. Mr. McDairmitt is present in 
court and sits before me. I saia that I 
heped that I would not be brought into 
the matter, as I did not write upon his 
card. Williams then said I should not 
have allowed any one else to write on 
his desk. I told him that I had 
thought that I had made it plain to 
him that I had nothing to do with his 
desk, nor did I ever intend to ever 
have anything to do with it. He be- 
came furious, but said nothing ,more 
at that time, as two or three gentle- 
‘nen had come in to pay me Royal Ar- 
canum dues which I collected, and I 
“as quite busy nearly all day, as I am } 
elways on ‘he last days of the month. 

“s little before 5 o'clock I was get- 
ting reaay to go home. I had placed 
some bakers’ break, which had been 
bought, and a book on my desk, which 
I had intended to take home with me. 
I remembered that I had to g0 down 
stairs tu measure a plate lass that 
had broken and upon which I had 
some insurance. I took down with 
me a young man in the office, Mr. 
Millett, and we measured it and we re- 
turned immediately to the office. 
When I entered my room Mr. Williams 
was at his desk writing on his type- 
writer. 

“Immediately after I entered, he 
arose hurriedly, and went to the door 
and closed it, leaving hjmself and I 
alone in the room. He then, in @ fero- 
cious and angry manner, began to 
abuse me, stating, among other things, 
that I had quoted some passage from 
the Bible to some friend, and that I 
intended it for him, and that I had 
to stop it. He continued to abuse me

for some time. 1 replied the best 1| 
could, and told him that I wanted 
nothing to do with him. and I asked 
him to let me alone. About this time, 
Mr. Beardsley came in through thed 
door; and 1 noticed that, after Beards- 
ley came in, Williams again went to the 
door and shut it, and, coming back to 
his desk, began to glare at me in an 
angry and threatening way. I had 
started to my desk, and was going to 
sit down, hoping that Mr. Beardsley's 
presence in the room would gave any-~ 
further trouble. As I started to sit 
down, I noticed that Williams was 
still standing at his desk, glaring at 
me, I will remember his look as long 
as I live. With his eyes fixed on me, 
he started toward me, taking as much 
as a step or two. with his right hand 
upon his pants hip-pocket, as if to 
draw a weapon. I believed that he in- 
tended to kill me, and | immediately 
reached into the drawer of my desk, 
where I kept a pistol, and got it out 
as quick as ppssible. 


“| Got the Pistol Out.” 


“As I got e pistol out and turned 
toward Williams, Williams hgd bent 
down over his desk and was endeavor- 
ing to pick up the dirk or paper cut- 
ter which I have described before, and 
which lay on his desk. 1 knew in an 
instant that I had to act quick,, if: I 
wanted to save my life, and I fired at 
him. Williams had by this time come 
from his desk, and, as I believed, had 
the paper cutter or dirk in his hand. I 
had seen him reach for it, and I be- 
lieved that he had it, although Mr. 
Beardsley sprang between Mr. Wil- 
liams and myself, and, on account of 
the confusion .and excitement, I could 
not clearly see him. Still, the paper 
cutter was always on his desk, and 
when he.reached for’it I believed firm- 
ly that he got it, amd that he had it 
in his hand, and was- making for me. 

“He made some remark or outcry. 
Exactly what it- was I could not, in 
the excitement, hear or understand, but 
I took it to be a cry Of anger or rage. 
He immediately ducked his head to a 
stooping position, and continued com- 
ing towards me, and I believed that 
he had this weapon in his hand. As 
he ducked his head and came at me 
I fired at him as rapidly as I could. 
The shots came in such quick suc- 
cession that four or five seconds would 
cover the time of.their being fired. 
When he came at re he came as if he 
Was almost on his all-fours. When 
he fell he had nearly reached my feet, 
and his head fell almost on the legs 
of my chair.. It is fully 12 or 13. feet 
from my desk and whether Williams’ 
desk was, and he had almost reached 
me when I fired the last shot. 

Never Had a Fight. - 

“T want to state, gentlemen, that I 
never had a fight or personal difficulty 
with a man since I. was a school boy. 
I do not believe in violence, except as 
a matter of strict self-defense,.and I 
would -never have fired a shot at this 
man except for the purpose of saving 
my own life. 

“It is my belief that if I had not 
fired I would have been a dead man 
today. 

“I have never made a practice to 
carry a pistol, and was not carrying 
one On this occasion. I kept the Royal 
Arcahium money on my desk as it 
would be collected during the day, and 
until I deposited it at night. Collec- 
tions at the jatter part of one month 
and the first part of the next month 
would come in, and some months be- 
fore this an»effort had been made to 
break into my desk. Fearing that some 
robbers, knowing that money was in 
my desk, would undertake to hold me $4 
up or overpower me, I had provided 
myself with a pistol, which I kept in 
this desk simply and solely for pro- 
tection, and had never carried a pistol 
except in the civil war. 

“No man in the sound of my voice 
or on this jury puts higher value on 
human life than I do. I have lived 
to be 63 years of age, and until this | 
unfortunate difficulty I have never 
harmed a hair of a man’s head. I 
would have done anything to have 
avoided taking this man’s life I possi- 
bly could except giving up my own 
life. It was a question of my own 
life or his, and I had to act and make 
up my mind in a few short seconds. 

“In a few seconds after this shoot- 
ing I was so overcome by the excite- 
ment of the occasion that I collapsed, 
and was almost prostrated. The strain 
on me became so fearful that I be- 
came extremely nervous, apd I could 
hardly walk or stand. It w the next 
day before I could gather myself again 
in normal shape.”

I was, at the time, 
in the direct line of fire between Bain 
and Williams. 

“Tl did not see Williams at the time 
the first shot was fired. I was facing 
Bain and so could not see Williams. Ii 
saw no weapon in Williams’ hand. 

“After I was shot I saw no other 
shots fired. Three others were fired. 

“After the first shot Williams cried 

‘Oh, Mr. Bain,’ and ‘Don’t. Mr. 
At the fourth shot I heard no 


“As soon as I was able to get up I 
tried to get the pistol from Bain, and 
after two attempts succeeded. 

“T never again saw Williams after I 


was shot.” 

Here Attorney Cox, 
tioning the witness, plied him with 
numerous questions, apparently’ = at- 
tempting to have witness say that Wil- 
liams’ body could not have been in 
close proximity to Bain’s chair with- 
out his (Beardsley’s) having to pass 
it on the way out of the room. 

Did Not See Williams, 

The witness stated that he never 
saw Williams after he was shot; that 
he knew nothing of the position in 
which Williams’ body fell and that he 
was so excited that he knew almost 
nothing. of what transpired after he, 
himself, had been shot. 

Durtng this examination the wit- 
ness testified that the first shot was 
fired within four or five seconds after 
Bain had spoken of Williams slapping 
him. Neither man spoke after that 
remark until the firing began. He 
identified the card found on Williams’ 
desk, which is alleged to have caused 
the shooting. He also identified the 
pistol used. 

On being cross-examined by Attor- 
ney Arnold, the witness testified that 
the last time he saw Williams, he 
(Williams) was walking toward Bain. 
During the cross-examination Attor- 
ney Arnold asked if Williams did not 
have a heavy glass paperweight on 
his desk. The witness answered in the 
affirmative. He also testified when 
questioned that he knew nothing of 
what Williams was doing at the time 
he was shot. 

From this it was inferred that the 
defense would set up that at the time 
he was shot, Williams was advancing 
on Bain with a heavy paperweight in 
his hand.

Was next called. 

He testified that on the evening of 
June 29 he heard shots in the office 
occupied by Williams and Bain. He 
rushed into the hall, and saw Bain!

BULLETS ARE FIRED 
AT STRIKE-BREAKERS 


As They Attempt to En- 


ter Steel Plant. 


Troops Again on Guard at Mc- 
Kee’s Rocks--Imported Work- 
men Allege They Are Beinz 
Detained Against Will’ by 
Company. 


Pittsburg, Pa., 


August 19.—Three 
thousand strikers lined the banks of 
the Ohio river and men in the crowd 
fired more than a hundred shots from 
Pistols when the Pressed Steel Car 
Company, at McKees Rocks, landed 
fifty more imported men from the 
Steamer P. M. Pfeil today. 

A detail of ten troopers of the state 
constabulary in command of a ger- 


geant, all mounted, sallied from the 
Plant as the boat pulled near the 
landing place. and held the strikers in 
check and dispersed them. No oge 
was injured. 

Deputy sheriffs today arrested an 
imported workingman from Phila- 
deiphia on a charge of breaking -win- 
dows inside the plant of the car com- 
pany. After his arrest the working- 
man informed the sheriff that his rea- 
son for breaking the windows was 
simply to get out of the plant, as 
every request he had made of super- 
intendents to be permitted to go out- 
side had been refused. The arrested 
man also said he, with 200 other men, 
had been hired in Philadélphia, as 
well as about 700 in New York, and 
had been told they were to work in 
an open plant as riveters and Keaters. 

On the strength of the charge made 
by the man, Sheriff Gumbert, of Alle- 
gheney county, officially investigated 
the justness of the complaint. 

The strikers say that they have 
witnessed the effort of the imported 
workingmen to pdss guards stationed 
at the gates of the car plant and have 
seen the imported men beaten back by 
clubs. 

The sheriff stated 
deputies were at 
other purpose 
erty. 

The sheriff also claimed that his in- 
vestigations of the charge of the ar- 
rested workingman proved to be with- 
out foundation in fact. 


2,000 NEW PLANTS 
FOR UNITED STATES 


Washington, August 19.—During the 
past year the department of agricul- 
ture. has brought into this country 
over 2,000 carefully-selected plants 
from various parts of the world with 
a view to. diversifying the products 
of the soil in this country. Especial 
regard has been paid to the introduc- 
tion of plants that will grow in sec- 
tions in which either the drought or 
the severe cold has made it nearly im: 
possible to obtain crops of any kind. 
These plants have been placed in the 
hands of private experimenters and 
official plant breeders. The results 
thus far obtained in domesticating 
them have been very encouraging. 

Some of the most important of the 
plants have been gathered from arid 
portions of China and it is believed 
they can be adapted to the dry states 
of the southwest. Among these is a 
Chinese date palm that, it is said, re- 
sists drought and produces a valuable 
fruit. New geedless persimmons have 
been brought here, pears, apricots and. 
cherries of especial value being among 
other Importations. 

A new clover from ‘the Himalaya 
mountains can be grown in the hot- 
test portions of the southwest. Bam- 
boo from the Orient has been planted 
in the gulf states and it is believed its 
cultivation will prove successful. 
Tropical plants hitherto unknown to 
the soil of the United States are being 
domesticated in the south.

- “With this opinion firmly fixed—and its sincerity is rot to be questioned 
—President Taft will, no doubt, be considerably surprised if the United 
|supreme court should hold the corporation tax illegal and unconstitutional. 

‘The Constitution is not a lawyer and makes no profession of speaking 
authoritatively upon unsolved legal problems, Nevertheless, we may be par 
doned for the expression of a lay view, even though it be contrary to that 
indulged by the president. - 

. We shall be.as greatly surprised if the supreme court upholds this une- 
qual and discriminatory tax, operative against one concern which happens 
to have a state charter, and exempting another of like character, capital 
and volume.of business, which chances to: be without a charter. 

It is not to be credited that the great masses of the people, whether en- 
gaged in labor, agriculture, trade or the professions, will understand or con- 
cede the justice of a tax which takes toll of a business solely because it 
is carried on in the form of a stock company-instead of a firm composed of 
individuals. | : | 

Take two ‘businéss houses of the same class—wholesale dry goods, or 
anything else—stich as may be found in any large city, often doing business 
side by side or in the same block, one of which possesses a state charter for 
convenience of ownership, the other, simply a firm of individuals who have 
combined their capital in a business partnership. The character, volume of 
business and profits of these two concerns are approximately the same from 
one twelve months’ end to another. 

The one with the charter, obtained, not from the national government, 
but from the state, and to which the national government extends. 10 single 
benefit or privilege that is not enjoyed by the other, must pay tribute to 
the federa] trersury; the unchartered firm is exempt. . 

Inspired by confidence in a sense of justice in our courts, we are im- 
pelled to the firm belief that such a potent and outrageous discrimination 
as this will not be permitted to stand. 

Applied to corporations, firms and individuals, each and all alike, the 

justice of such a tax could not then have been questioned. 
. Whether or not an income tax could be framed to meet the requirements 
of the constitution we are not prepared to say; but of the justice of such 
a tax, eQual and general in its application, there cannot be a reasonable 
doubt. 

That is the end to which congress and the administration should have 
directed their energy and effort. 

The fact that an income tax may, possibly, require the enactment of a 
constitutional amendment, furnishes no excuse for a discriminatory subter- 
fuge which amounts to class oppression. 

It is t6 be regretted that the administration has gone about this problem 
in the wrong way. 

It is likewise scarcely to be doubted that its error will be duly remedfed 
by the courts. 
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| A NATIONAL DEMONSTRATIVE NEGRQ EXPUSITION. 


Showing the world what the negro has done along material lines in the 
fifty years elapring since emancipation is the central idea of a national dem- 
onstrative exposition advanced by R. R. Wright, principal of the Georgia 
State Industrial College for Negroes, at Savannah. The date proposed is 
the ending of the half-century period in September, 1913. Elsewhere the 
views and tentative plans of Professor Wright are outlined. 2 

Associated for many years with the advancement of practical education 
for the negro in Georgia, and aligning himself consistently with the conserva- 
tive and constructive elements of his race, Professor Wvight has deservedly 
won the confidence of his white neighbors and his own people, not only 
in Georgia, but in a decisive measure of the same classes throughout the 
country. | 

A suggcstion of this breadth and _ significance ccmes with particular 
pertinence from a negro of Wright’s representative leadership and estab- 
lished»-racial-sanity. He has never exploited the passions or the prejudices 
of his own people, nor has he pandered to the uninforr-ed vagaries of some 
of the negro’s more impulsive eastern friends. 

He has just returned from a five-thousand-mile tcur of America, and 
among whites and negroes he finds the sentiment for the projected exposi- 
Tion virtually unanimous. | 
There can be no question that the materialization o: his idea would be of 
great practical value, not only to the negro himself, but as well in shedding 
light on the future industrial possibilities open to the race as a unit. 

The Constitution belleves an exposition of this scope and practicability 
would be a final and sufficient answer to the note of pessimism regarding 
the negro that has here and there obtruded among theorists, or the more 
myopic of the negro’s. critics. 

The race has never adequately taken stock of its progress, never calmly 
and categorically listed its assets and liabilities rising out of the momentous 
half-century that has intervened since the proclamation of emancipation set 
before it the task of working out its own destiny. 

Only a few penetrating and studious white southerners, and fewer stiil 
of the negroes themselves, know what the negro, in the mass, has achieved 
and is achieving. Heretofore, we have judged from js.lated and sometimes 
discouraging instances, in the apsence of a substantial basis of comparison. 

That is exactly what an exposition of this description would »rovide. 
It would supply a vital ondriving inspiration to the race itself, and it would 
greatly clarify the misgiving, the misconception and the misunderstanding 
that here and there militate against continuously amicacle relations between 
the races. 
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A REMEDY FOR THE TYRANNY OF TECHNICALITY. 


What may accurately be described as the tyranny of legal technicality in 
America is doomed to early disintegration, if the multiy lying and unanimous 
protests of the press of the country, without regard to location, can be ac- 
cepted as prophetic. 

Following the discouraging reversal of the night-rider verdicts in Ten- 
nessee, the editorial pages of the nation fairly rang «ith resentment and 
with universal demands for such sweeping readjustment as would do away 
with the entire brood of quibbles and hairsplitting thit too often burlesque 
the functions of all our courts. 

Other parallel or even more aggravated instances have added force and 
volume to this sentiment, which has probably reached a climax in amaze- 
ment over the action of Judge Gantt, of Missouri, in reversing two successive 
findings because of a missing ‘‘the’’ in one case, and a superfluous ‘‘e’’ in 
another. 

‘Among other newspapers of prominence that have echoed The Con titu- 
tion’s condemnation in the specific instance is The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat. That well-poised journal thus almost paraphrases the expressions 


stitution: 


The time is at hand when legislatures should restrict the power of 
review of criminal] cases to the plain issue as to whether the law has been 
violated in the case under review, and whether the law itself is valid.

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STRENGTHEN THE PURE FOOD LAWS. 

Upon what reasons, substantial or otherwise, the reported opposition of 
state food commissioners to present pure food laws is based has not been 
made clearly apparent, nor is it easy to concetye that there can be any 
reasonable grounds for such opposition. | | : 

Nevertheless, there comes the report that such opposition will be mate- 
rially manifested af their coming convention at Denver on August 23, and 
that a proposed new law differing radically from present measures will be 
prepared and its adoption’ by the various states strongly urged. 

The intimation is that this proposed law will rather seek to modify the 
restrictions now placed around the sale of foods and drugs, although prac- 
tically all of the present state laws were drawn for the gpecific purpose 
of conforming to the national pure food law, which was thoroughly and 
carefully considered before enactment. 

It is to be hoped that the repétt is erroneous. .What the present pure 
food laws need is strengthening; restrictions should be increased and enforced 
until the public ig not only protected against harmful and deleterious sub- 
stances, but until the consumer can have absolute confidence in the quality 
of the article purchased and paid for. 

Manufacturers of food products have in every instance been given ample 
time and opportunity to prepare for compliance with whatever food laws 
have .been enacted; ‘they are now on notice that it is the purpose of the 
public to have both purity that cannot be questioned end quality that will 
accord with the price charged. 

This being true, additional restrictions to the poini desiréd might be 
readily adopted without imposing any undue burden upon manufacturers. 

Conditions under present pure food laws have already given evidence of 
needed remedy,.as will be recalled tn connection with the long and still 
more or less unsettled dispute over the use of benzoate of soda and 
other chemical food preservatives, in connection with which the government 
authorities appear to have taken a stand adverse to public interests. 

Instead of relaxation, therefore, there should be some tightening up. 
The people are well pleased with pure food agitation and the operation of 
pure food laws as far as they have gone; but there is still room for im- 
provement. 

If there is any change proposed by the state food commissioners in 
their coming convention, it shofild be in the direction of making food products 


consumed by the public purer and better even than they are under the 
present laws.

|National Exposition of 

Achievement ‘of Race 
Since Emancipation. 


A national. exposition that will, 
through every style of exhibit, brought 
from every part of the county, dem- 
onstrate the industrial, agricultural 
and educational progress of the negro 
sincé emancipation, is the project 
wherewith Professor R. R. Wright. 
principal of the Georgia State Indus- 
trial College for Negroes, at Savan- 
nah, would celebrate the fiftieth an- 
niversary of emancipation in 1913. 

Professor Wright has just returned 
from a §,000-mile tour of the country 
during the course of which he tested 
the sentiment regarding the exposition 
of prominent leaders uf the race. He 
spent several hours in Atlanta yester- 
day. 

With every element of the negro 
population, Professor Wright says, the 
idea advanced by himéelf is universal- 
ly popular. Educators, preachers, 
farmers and business men generally 
view the proposed exposition as a 
means of spreading before the world 
what the negro has done since becom- 
ing his own master and what he is 
capable of accomplishing, regarding 
advancement achieved as earnest for 
the future. 

Recently at Louisville, Booker 
Washington enthustastically indorsed 
the proposal, and it is an accepted con- 
clusion that négroes, irrespective of 
location or vocation, will give their 
cooperation. 

Held in a Southern City. 

“Logically, of course/’ said Profes- 
sor Wright, “an exposition of this 
character and significance would . be 
held in a southern city. “Macon, At- 
lanta. New Orleans, or some other 
representative modern city will be se- 
lected as the site. I am particularly 
anxious, also, that the federa] govern- 
ment should participate and I am 
hopeful of success in this direction.” 

Professor Wright is president of the 
National Teachers’ Association, which 
held it seventh annual session in Ashe- 
ville, N. C., June 22, when the idea of 
the racial exposition was unqualifiedly 
indorsed. Other representative bodies 
have extended the movement their 
sanction. 


False Conception of Emancipation. 

“We want to obliterate,” said 
Wright. “the old bitter associations 
that in a measure still 
emancipation celebrations and the era 
to which emancipation gave birth. - 

“It is our plan to strip the occasion, 
on its fiftieth anniversary, of all po- 
litical or prejudicial meaning, and 
Place it purely upon the basis of dem- 
onstrating what the negro has 
wrought toward his own salvation, 
and what he is capable further of ef- 
fecting in the same avenues. 

Ili-Advised Friends of Negro. 

“Impulsive negro leaders and  ill- 
advised white friends of the race have, 
during the last year or two, indulged 
in hurtful and demoralizing demon- 
strations based on purely ‘academic 
and political phases. 

“We ask the cooperation of our 
white neighbors in the south, the best 
and most understanding friends of the 
race, in arranging a worthy display 
which shall show the world what the 
negro has actually achieved along ma- 
terial lines. which shall inspire the 
humblest members of the race to fresh 
practical endeavors and which shall 
further harmonize the best elements 
, Of these two races so closely related 
in the substantial destiny of the 
southern states.”

Dr. Wolff, President of Board 
of Health, and Dr. VanDyke, 
Member of Police Board, Re- 
quest City Attorney to Draw 
Up Necessary Ordinances. 


Dr, Bernard’ Wolff, president of the 
board of health. and Dr. A. H. Van 
Dyke, member of the police board, 
have addressed a letter to the city at- 
torney in fegard to the drawing of 
ordinances which will put a stop to 
the menace of the public health by 
some of the moving picture shows 
which, it is claimed. are collecting 
crowds in small rooms where the air 
is impure. 

The letter, 
the question, 

Letter 


which deals fully with 
is as follows: 
to City Attorney. 

“Mr. James L. Mayson, City Attor- 
nev—Dear Sir: We write to call your 
attention with the end in view of se- 
curing the framing of appropriate or- 
dinances of the menace to public 
health offered by a number of moving 
picture shows and cheap vaudeville 
theaters now being operated in this 
city. These establishments are for the 
most part housed in some former store 
room. which has been altered only so 
far as to secure the maximum seating 
capacity and conform to the require- 
ments of apparatus and equipment. 
Ventilation is almost totally  disre- 
garded, and the simplest hygienic pre- 
cautions and warnings are ignored by 
the proprietors. 

“Competition having lengthened the 
Program of the various shows, a pack- 
ed audience will frequently remain 
confined in a narrow space for an hour 
at a time, to giye place to another 
equally as large, each inhaling 
breathed-over air, stuffy, ‘laden with 
dust and noxious germ life. Spitting 
on the floor is indulged in freely, and 
the sputum drying commingles with 
dust and dirt, and is circulated about 
the room and carried to the lungs in 
the respired air. Tubercle bacilli and 
the micro-organisms of other air- 
borne diseases, are then swept into the 
aif passages, and find lodgment in the 
throat and lungs, to exert their baleful 
influence upon the host. 

“Oscillating electric fans are placed 
about conveniently so that each patron 
in turn may. receive an intermittent 
blast of contaminated air full in the 
face. 

“Premises Are Not Cleaned.” 

“The continuous nature of the per- 
formance given in these resorts ren- 
ders it impossible for the premises to 
be cleaned and swept during business 
hours. No sunlight is permitted to en- 
ter. and the absence of this powerful 
disinfecting agent, together with the 
high temperature and utterly inade- 
quate ventilation, make of these es- 
tablishments ideal localities for the 
development and spread of communi- 
cable disease. Not only is this true, 
but carbon dtoxide ’ occurring in 
breathed- -over air. is an active poison, 
and produces, even in small doses, diz- 
ziness, drowsiness, nausea and head- 
ache. Doubtless, regular patrons ‘of 
these shows have noted such symptoms 
at times in thelr own persons, but 
failed to recognize the cause. The 
moving picture shows are popular 
with children, who, as a elass, show 
marked susceptibility to infectious 
diseases, and by overcrowding in 
stifling cells and crypts, ideal condi- 
tions are offered for the dissemination 
of such easily acquired diseases as 
whooping cough, measles, scarlet fever 
and diphtheria. The hazard incurred 
is real, and the result often disastrous. 

“These resorts are cheap—appeal to 
the million, and are probably ~erma- 
nent features of public amusement. 
Gaining recognition as such, they be- 
come amenable to fixed sanitary laws 
regulating their operation. We would 
respectfully suggest that such regula- 
tions be enacted as to cover proper 
ventilation by exhaust fang or similar 
appliances, seating capacity on the 
basis of number of cubic feet of air 
necessary for health, and the cleaning 
by the vacuum process of the premises, 
at intervals of not less than six hours. 
Enforcement of these hygienic meas- 
ures would rob a clean and wholesome 
amusement of those features which at 
present are directly dangerous to the 
health of its patrons.

It is reported that some of the par- 
ties who have either applied for ap-

The 
funeral will be held tomorrow after- 
noon at 5:30 o'clock in the University 
of Georgia chapel, where the funeral 
of his father, General Howell Cobb, 
was held in ‘1868. 


The death of Judge Cobb is univer- 
sally raourned in this city, ‘where he 
was one of the foremost citizens.

Howell Cobb was the son of General

Mr. McClaughry numbered his 
friends with the acquaintances made 
in Atlanta, and he was reluctant to 
leave the city even for the inviting 
field to which his new position carried 
him. 

Of his work at Booneville, The Ver- 
sailles (Mo.) Statesman says: 

“Colonel Charles C. McClaughry, the 
new superintendent of the Booneville 
training school, seems to be the right 
man for the place. If the rest of the 
board think as much of him as our 
member here (KE. A. Crewson) does, 
and we understand they do, he will be 
well supported. Mr. Crewson says 
when Colonel McClaughry gets things 
moving over thera the way he has 
them mapped out, it will be the best 
conducted institution in the state.

HOT WEATHER TALK 


: ’ HAD LITTLE EFFECT 


Cotton Advanced Early in Day, 
But Was Not Maintained. 


Closed Steady. 


New York, August 19.—Continued 
dry, hot weather in the south and bull. 
ish private crop accounts did not stim- 
ulate demand sufficiently to maintain 
an early advance in today’s cotton 
market, and the close was steady net 
‘4 points lower to 2 points higher, gen- 
erally a point or two higher on the 
active months. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 3@6 points, and the market 
soon sold 9 to 10 points net higher on 
covering and bull support inspired by 
steady cables and a rénewal of very 
bullish reports from the southwest. 
Realizing was heavy at the advance, 
and, while there was no change in 
the character of the crop news, or in 
weather conditions beyond indications 
for somewhat lower temperatures in 
the southwest, the market gradually 
eased off, and was unsettled in the 
later trading, when there was a re- 
newal of local bear presgure. The close 
was within 2 or 3 points of the lowest, 
The action of the market seemed to 
be discouraging to recent small buyers 
who were liquidating on fears that 
failure to maintain advances with the 
encouragement of sengsatiogally bull- 
ish crop accounts, and, in the absence 
of spot pressure, argued the possibility 
of a sharp break should the weather 
turn better, or when the new crop be- 
gan to move in volume. The character 
of the present crop news is preparing 
the trade to see a very bullish Sep- 
tember condition report early next 
month, and local. authorities claim 
that the maximum temperatures re- 
ported in central and western sections 
of the belt are averaging higher than 
ever before in their experience. South- 
ern spot markets officially reported 
early were unchanged to !-8c higher.

Heavy Liquidation at the Open- 
ing of. the Market---Harri- 
man’s Health Discussed. 


New York, August 19.—Prices in the 
stock market declined further today 
on selling for both accounts. Unusual 
activity and excitement prevailed at 
the opening, when transactions were 
most heavy and strongli suggestive 
of general liquidation. orting 
orders helped to steady the list and 
after the first hour the market grew 
more quandarily. As on the previous 
day, report, rumor and conjecture 
dealt largely with the physical con- 
dition of Mr. Harriman and the pos- 
sible effect -of- his reported ill health 
on the much discussed plans of the 
Harriman roads. The crop news of 
the day was neither good or bad. 
Continuance of the severe drought in 
the corn belt was offset by the ideal 
weather prevailing in the spring wheat 
territory. London gave this market 
little encouragements, as international 
stocks were all lower there, and later 
that center disposed of some 30,000 
shares here, principally Union Pacific, 
Southern Pacific and United States 
Steel. Union Pacific, Southern Pacific 
Canadian Pacific, New York Central, 
Illinois Central and Chicago and 
Northwestern, all fell a point or more 
at the opening, with very substantial 
fractional losses in numerous other 
issues. Atchison was one of the few 
active stocks to resist the selling press- 
ure. Before the expiration of the first 
hour, in which almost 500,000 shares 
changed hands, Union Pacific was off 
5 points and Reading 2. By mid- 
day there was some recovery, but 
business fell off to a marked degree 
and the undertone continued fever- 
ish and confusing.

The rules of the contest forbade any 
one but the two men riding in the car 
from making repairs or touching the 
ears in any way.

Drop in Temperature Has Been 
Reported From Towns in 
Louisiana and Texas---Busi- 
ness Paralyzed by Weather. 


New Orleans, La.,. August.19.—The 
hot .wave’ which has held the southwest 
in its‘grip for the. past four days has 
apparently been~ broken. Tonight 
those sections which have sweltered un- 
der the torrid ‘heat, in many places 
unprecedented in its intensity, were 
visited by cooting breezes. In some 
parts of Louisiana and Mississippi the 
wind assumed almost the proportion of 
a gale, in many instances accompanied 
by electrical storms, wWo damage has 
thus far been reported.
